'Ilie  Rural  District  of  Uarminster  and  Uestbury  is  in  South  host  Wiltshire  at 
the  South  Uestem  comer  of  Salisbury  Plain  and  includes  within  its  boundaries  the 
Urban  Districts  of  T.  aminstcr  and  Uestbury,  A  part  of  the  Plain  containing  the  Parish 
of  Inber  is  in  military  occupation  and  closed  to  the  public. 

The  area  in  the  past  was  mainly  given  to  agricultural  pursuits.  A  trading- 
estate  has  been  developed  in  the  parish  of  Heywood  and  new  industries  are  being  developed 
there.  They  comprise  Light  Engineering,  Processing  of  Scrap  Metal,  Concrete  Products , 
Uarehcuses  and  Furniture  Repositories,  Packing  and  Distribution  of  Surgical  Supplies, 
Manufacturers  of  Mobile  Houses,  Animal  Pood  Factory  and  a  Mushroom  Farm,  Otlior  industries 
in  the  Rural  District  include  works  for  agricultural  nacliinery  and  a  tannery* 

Many  of  the  villages  provide  dormitory  facilities  for  workers  in  the  Urban 
District  of  Frome,  Kelksham,  Trowbridge,  Uarminster  and  Ucstbury,  The  district  is 
roughly  bisected  by  the  watershed  feeding  the  Lristol  Avon  to  the  North  Most  and  the 
Hampshire  Avon  to  the  East.  Through  it  flows  traffic  from  Bristol  to  Southampton  by  the 
Trunk  Road  A.pS,  and  from  North  to  South  by  the  A.  350.  The  M4  Mo  tor1, ray,  providing  rapid 
access  to  London,  .'ales,  The  Midlands  and  the  North,  runs  25  miles  to  the  North  of  the 
Rural  District.  Tie  Uestbury  Unite  Horse  comnemorating  Alfred's  victory  over  the  Danes 
is  a  familiar  sight  to  travellers  on  the  main  line  of  the  iestem  Region  of  British 
Railways,  which  also  passes  through  the  district.  Longleat  House  in  its  rural  smrroundings 
of  great  beauty  is  a  focal  point  for  both  national  and  international  visitors. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  population  figures  given  are  hone  populations  (i.e.  including  members  of 
the  Armed  Forces  stationed  in  the  area) .  The  figures  for  deaths  include  those  of 
members  of  the  Armed  Forces.  The  Area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  birth  and 
death  rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make  allowance  for  the  way  in 
which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England 
and  Males  as  a  whole.  In  addition,  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in- 
each  area.

The  nearest  centre  which  keeps  emergency  supplies  of  sera  for  the  treatment  of 
anthrax  or  botulism  is:-

Tliis  hospital  also  has  supplies  of  human  antitetanus  immunoglobulin  for  pro¬ 
phylaxis  of  tetanus  if  test  doses  of  tetanus  antitoxin  of  equine  establish  that  a  patient 
is  severely  hypersensitive  to  horse  sc run.  Supplies  of  ovine  anti tetanus  serum  are 
available  for  the  prophylaxis  and  treatment  of  tetanus  if  test  doses  of  tetanus  antitoxin 
of  equine  origin  establish  that  a  patient  is  severely  hypersensitive  to  1101*30  serum. 

Special  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  anthrax  have  been  provided  by  the 
South  ' ’ostem  Regional  Hospital  Board  at  Claverton  Down  Hospital,  Bath.  This  hospital 
also  holds  anti-anthrax  serum  for  prophylactic  use  and  for  the  treatment  of  patients 
sensitive  to  pcncillin. 

Arrangements  for  immunization  against  anthrax  Gan  be  made  through  the  Hilt  shire 
County  Council.  All  tannery  workers  regarded  as  being  at  risk  in  the  Rural  District  have 
been  immunized  against  anthrax. 


Poisons  Infoimr.tion  Service. 

A  National  Poisons  Information  Service  has  been  established  at  Guy's  Hospital, 
London,  S.E.1.  (HOP  7600)  to  provide  information  to  medical  practitioners  so  as  to 
facilitate  treatment  in  cases  of  acute  poisoning.  Tliis  24  hour  service  is  not  available 
to  members  of  the  public.

T}<c  following  figures  indicate  the  desirability  for  the  sale  of  pasteurised  nilk 
in  preference  to  the  sale  of  raw  milk. 

During  1966  1  0($>  of  the  pasteurised  mill:  samples  taken  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 
whereas  of  the  raw  nil!:  samples  taken  and  subjected  to  the  statutory  test  failed.  The 
statutory  test  is  an  indication  oi  the  keeping  Qualities  of  the  milk  and  in  'turn  reflects 
on  the  degree  of  cleanliness  of  the  plant,  equipment  and  bottles  used  in  the  milking 
parlours  and  dairies, 

C'  nsequently  the  reduction  in  sales  of  raw  milk  and  the  increase  in  sales  of 
pasteurised  milk  must  be  viewed  favourably, 

Sixty  two  samples  of  raw  milk  were  subjected  to  examination  for  Tuberculosis  and 
brucella  aDortus.  r  indication  of  a  possible  tubercle  infection  occurred  but  in  two 
instances  tests  gave  a.  positive  biological  result  for  brucellosis  and  another  gave  a 
positive  result  on  culture  for  Brucellosis,  A  ITot5.ce  was  served  on  the  producer  concerned 
requiring  the  nil. :  to  oe  sent  for  pasteurisation ,  T’  e  veterinary  surgeon  discovered  two 
infected  cows  in  a  herd  of  40  and  these  two  boasts  were  offered  for  sale  at  a  local  market, 
O'"o  was  bought  for  shipment  to  -Holland;  the  second  was  bought  ostensibly  for  slaughter  in 
a  neighbouring  county,  fr  "try  of  the  authority  controlling  the  abattoir  to  which  the 
beast  was  said  to  be  going  revealed  that  it  never  arrived.  It  is  quite  possible  that  the 
two  beasts  were  sold  and  later  included  in  other  dairy  herds  so  disseminating  the  disease. 

Schedule  2  of  the  115.1k  (Special  Designation)  Regulations ,  1963  made  a  condition 
applicable  to  producers'  licences  that  the  producer  should  keep  a  register  of  all  animals 
segregated  from  the  rest  of  the  herd  snd  in  the  case  of  removal,  the  manner  in  which  the 
animal  has  been  disposed  off,  I  had  thought  that  this  would  prevent  infected  beasts  being1 
sold  in  the  market  and  thus  infecting  other  herds, 

I  1364  I  enquired  from  the  IKnistry  of  A.  riculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  if  I 
could  see  such  records  kept  by  producers,  I  was  informed  by  the  Iiinistry  that  it  was  the 
opinion  of  their  legal  advisers  that  the  ministry  lias  no  authority  for  making  these  records 
available  and  that  they  were  unable  to  accede  to  my  request.  The  tracing  of  infected 
beasts  can  be  a  very  difficult  matter  and  it  is  essential  that  the  policy  of  slaughter  cj\ 
discovery  should  be  adopted  as  soon  as  possible, 

A  total  of  eighty  four  visits  wore  made  to  the  dairies  and  cold  rooms  of  retailers 
licenced  within  the  district.  Seven  bottle  rinse  tests  were  made  from  the  dairies  failing 
to  satisfy  the  statutory  test  for  raw  milk,

results  of  any  chemical  analyses  ;  information  of  the  fluoride  content  of 
the  various  supplies  should  be  included  wherever  possible; 

"(c)  where  the  waters  arc  liable  to  have  plumb o-s o 1 ven t  action,  the  facts 
as  to  contamination  by  lead,  including  the  precautions  taken  and  the  number 
and  results  of  analyses; 

"(d)  ‘the  action  taken  in  respect  of  any  form  of  contamination; 

"(o)  the  number  of  dwell inghousos  and  the  number  of  the  population  supplied 
from  Public  water  mains  (i)  direct  to  the  houses,  and  (ii)  by  means  of 
standpipes.  (This  information  should  be  given  separately  in  respect  of  each 
parish  in  a  Rural  District) «" 

The  rural  district  is  in  the  northern  division  of  the  Nest  Wilts  Water  Board, 
and  the  following  facts  and  figures,  for  which  I  am  grateful,  are  taken  from  the  report 
of  the  Engineer  and  linage r  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1967.  Dunkerton  first  went 
into  supply  on  5th  August  as  soon  a3  one  half  of  Homingsliam  Reservoir  was  ready  to 
receive  water  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  had  pumped  near  1 66  million  gallons  into  the 
system,  it  being  used  to  replace  the  Homingsham  Village  source  and  to  supply  the 
southern  end  of  Warminster,  Corsley  and  Chapmanslade ,  Upton  Scudamore  and  the  Cement 
Works.

S3NERAGE  AND  SENAG-E  DISPOSAL. 


Tie  Ministry  asks  whether  the  arrangenents  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  ii 
the  district  are  reasonably  adequate.  I  can  only  repeat  the  remarks  contained  in  my 
Report  for  the  year  1965,  in  which  I  stated  that  the  Council  had  under  consideration, 
sewerage  arrangements  for  the  parishes  of  Steeple  Ashton,  Kcevil  and  Bulkington  and  thal1 
in  my  opinion  the  whole  of  the  Nhorswellsdown  Area,  which  would  include  the  parishes  of 
Bratton,  Edington  and  Coulcton  should  have  main  sewers.  The  watercourse  in  these  lattei 
parishes  are  very  small  since  the  villages  are  immediately  beneath  the  escarpment  and 
substantial  dilution  of  effluent  from  septic  tanlgdoes  not  tales  place,  giving  rise  to 
annoyance  and  in  some  cases  nuisance. 


The  Consultant  E  ,:'nee r  to  the  C  uncil  has  produced  a  plan  for  the  effectual 
disposal  of  sewage  in  the  whole  of  the  T:\orwellsdown  district.  This  is  being  studied  by 
the  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Rousing  and  L-  cal  Government* 
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MCSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 


•  ith  the  co-operation  of  tile  District  Alkali  Inspector  and  the  Uestbuiy  Urban 
listrict  Council,  dust  gauges  have  been  installed  by  the  Associated  Portland  Cement 
[anufacturers  Co.  at  four  sites  in  the  hast bury  Urban  District  Council.  The  results  of 
.nalyses  are  sent  to  the  Rural  District  by  the  Associated  Portland  Cement  ilanufacturers 
!o.  and  can  be  seen  in  the  following  table.

GENERAL 


I  took  up  my  appointment  on  1st  October,  1966  and  can  claim  only  a  limited 
knowledge  of  progress  made  during  the  year  under  review, 

SEWERAGE 


No  start had  been  made  on  any  new  contract  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  only 
completion  works  under  the  Southwick  and  Dilton  Marsh  Schemes  were  in  hand.  The 
majority  of  reconnection  of  properties  under  Section  42  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1  936  had  been  done  but  a  number  of  premises  were  still  without  water  closets  in  Dilton 
Marsh, 


Unsatisfactory  drainage  conditions  at  North  Bradley  and  Keevil  wore  reported, 
insanitary  ditches  causing  offence  in  both  parishes.  Contract  schemes  are  being  prepared 
for  these  and  other  parishes  and  some  piping  in  of  ditches  was  carried  out  at  Keevil. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  nllD  DISPOSAL 

The  majority  of  the  rural  district  continues  to  have  a  fortnightly  kerbside 
collection  of  refuse.  The  question  whether  this  is  an  adequate  service  for  "urbanised” 
villages  such  as  Southwick  and  North  Bradley  was  considered  by  the  Public  Health  Committe 
as  being  kept  under  review. 

Disposal  continues  to  be  to  P  uleigh  Tip  where  extensive  bulldozing  has  reshape 
the  tip  and  put  out  the  fires.  I  :■  the  south  of  the  district  disposal  places  are  difficul 
to  find  and  the  Council  agreed  to  reshaping  the  excavation  in  chalk  at  Knook  to  gain  some 
months  tipping  tine. 

OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  rUILUAI  PREMISES  ACT. 

Disappointing  progress  in  these  inspections  must  be  reported  brought  about  by 
pressure  of  other  work,  particularly  building  inspection.  Staff  improvements  are 
anticipated  in  1967  when  this  subject  together  with  inspection  of  food  premises  and 
houses  will  receive  greater  emphasis.
